In jiart 2 is tho “oonsus” of tho marino 
flora of th<* Wood’s Hoh' rt'cion, eivin^; all tho spooios of which there 
is authontio record, 240 in all, with full parti(;ulars of station, etc.; 
this list may bo considered fairly oomplot<‘, and of much value to 
stmhmts of the rogiem. Part 1, tlio “sur\(w”, will attract more 
^jem-ral interest, as it {jivi's tlu' results of drodgini; at doS stations in 
Buzzard’s Bay ami \ ineyard Sound, in tin* years H)04, HH)4, 190*), 
and a few in lt)07; whih* the distribution of 4.S of the principal spe<4es 
of al^,nie is shown on charts. A uniform outlim* chart is used, the 
chart for each spi'cies Ix'ine marked with stars, (‘aeli showing the placi* 
of a dred^in^ when* tlu^ specit's was found. This ^jraphic reprc.scnta- 
tion of the distribution of a sjiecies, certainly new in its Jipplieation to 
al^ae, and probably to plants in j^ern'ral, is so much sujx'rior to any¬ 
thin;; that could be shown by descriptions or tables, that it is lik(4y to 
be adopted ;;enerally when the data are suflieimit to justify it. Tlu're 
is also a sonuwvhat similar repr(‘S(Mitation of tin' seasonal chances, 
for a pt'i’ifxl of 15 months, of the al;;a(‘ ;;rowin;; at various levels on 
a small ;;rou]) of nx'ks, “Spindle Rocks’’; we can recall no record of 
anv similar .series of obsi'rvations. Th<> tendmicw of n^cent local 
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reports in Kur(*pe is towards obsi'rvations of tdl the conditions of the 
specii's reeordi'd, and away from tiu' imu'e list; Dr. Davis’ work will 
rank with the best of th<‘ kind. Bv botanists who favor uniformitv of
